The people of Ohio, whom I have seen are 
confident that at the next session of their legis¬ 
lature the Maine Law will be adopted there. 
At the last session, it passed by a majority, but 
not by a majority of all the members, which 
their constitution requires. But for that sin¬ 
gular constitutional provision, Ohio would be 
now a Maine Law State, and she has more dis¬ 
tilleries of whiskey than any other two States 
in the Union.” 

“In Michigan, wherever meetings are held,en¬ 
thusiasm among the people is as great as it ever 
was in the memorable days of “ Tip. & Ty.,” the 
result however, will not be the same. Yesterday 
a great meeting was held in Macomb County, in 
the shire town ; flags were flying in every di¬ 
rection, with the words in large letters, “ The 
Maine Law.” One immense flag-staff erected 
in the square in front of the Court-house, is 
called the “Maine Law flag-staff,” the lower 
staff is the trunk of an immense pine tree, per¬ 
fectly straight, with the lofty topmast of proper 
proportion. This staff bore a large and elegant 
American ensign, under it a broad and elegant 
tri colored streamer, red, white and blue. On 
the white-stripe was inscribed in large letters 
“ Maine Liquor Law,” with aderfiijphn revers¬ 
ed with the cork out and the contents running

A t Fontiae, the shire town of another county, 
a large number of boys were in the procession, 
each one bearing a small white flag “ The 
Maine Law,’’and in the large, church, these 
boys occupied the front seats iu the gallery, on 
each side with their flags hanging over, in the 
fashion of the ancient military standards on the 
tilting grounds. 

Many of the most prominent political men in 
the state, of both political parties, are among 
the warmest supporters of the Maine Law 
movement, and express to me the opinion, 
confidently, that the policy of Maine in relation 
to the rum-traffic, will be adopted* by all the 
states in the Union, and that no opposition 
which can be arrayed against it, can prevent, 
or materially delay the result. 

One effect of this movement throughout the 
country, will be,to draw together the good men 
of all parties, to carry measures of public policy 
for the public good, against the opposition of 
office-seekers and demagogues, and will cause 
the masses to see that the real interests of the 
people have always been held among the poli¬ 
ticians, subordinate to personal aggrandisement. 

In this State and elsewhere in the west, the 
people are erecting lofty flag-staffs, and naming 
them “ Maine Law ,1’oles,” precisely as they 
used, to erect “ Hickory Poles,” Harrison Boles, 
and were recently Pierce and Scott Poles, and 
the Maine Law flag is seen flying at their sum¬ 
mits. But as to the Maine Law flag-staffs they 
differ from all the others in this, that they are 
not designed for a campaign merely ; but are 
intended to stand and sustain the Maine Law 
flag, as long as a grog shop exists in the Nation. 
The Maine Law movement is not seplional, hut 
national, and the temperance men all over the 
Union are united and fixed in the determination 
to expel the rum-traffic from the country, un¬ 
der such pains and penalties its shall render 
the work effectual. ” 


The Free Democracy. 

There is all over the State an exDectation of 
an increased vole this year in Maine for Free 
Democracy. And such a result is practicable 
It can be —it must be. It is in our power to go 
far beyond any other,vote we ever cast. The 
people are growing sick of the old parties, now 
indistinguishably blended into one. Society 
itself feels that they are a useless incumbrance; 
that they serve no other purpose than office 
hunting machines for a set of men often with¬ 
out other employment, nnd who would not be 
trusted with private business by Uu-ir neigh¬ 
bors. At Baltimore both were hopelessly, ir¬ 
retrievably sold to southern corruption. They 
are old, worn out, smoky, prostituted things, 
not worth a farmer’s days work. The people 
are instinctively feeling this, and looking else¬ 
where for the public welfare. This is the time 
for the friends ol high, noble public aims to be 
active. 

Just two things are necessary:—the diffusion of 
intelligence among the people, and such efficient 
organization as will make the power available. 
It is in vain—utterly in vain to expect success 
any farther than both Of these objects are well 
attended to. AVe rejoice to know that in both 
lllese respects there is a good degree of activity 
in the State;—still there is need of much

Corn 
upon land thus treated never curls, nor do 
meadows run out because the supply of am¬ 
monia, carbonic acid, moisture &e„ is coutin- 
oous. What has been snid of the condensation 
of water on the pitcher is equally true in 
relation to a deposit of moisture in day soils. 
Thus it win he seen that such soils need 
underdraining as much as those that are 


To prepare the muck it should be dug up 
some time previous to being used, and ex¬ 
posed to the changes of the weather, then 
mixed with stable manure, liquid trmmirc, the 
water from the sink about, and all other fer¬ 
tilizing matters gathered about the buildings, 
•with a little lime to facilitate decomposition. 
Muck itself, and these other substances con¬ 
tain carbon, the food of plants. The oily 
matters contained in the water from the sink, 
contain a considerable amount.

Uiiderdrains should not he made with one 
etui open and the other shut. The water 
requires some slite fall in order to run, and 
with such slight difference, and both qt the 
ends of the underdrains open, a lighted 


covered a number of times with sonic sub¬ 
stance which will prevent exhalation of the 
gasses liberated by decomposition. Wet 
plaster of Paris is good for this purpose. If 
it be used dry, its sulphuric acid does not 
unite with the liberated ammonia with suffi¬ 
cient readiness. The best condition of ma¬ 
nure for the nourishment of plants is when it 
is in the act of decomposition, which often 
takes place before the proper time. Then the 
virtue of the article are gone. By the prop¬ 
er use of plaster this readiness appropriation 
may be preserved. The food of the plant is 
thus cooked and placed before it ready to be 
consumed. 

Mr. C. insisted on deep plowing, particu¬ 
larly on hill-sides; so that during heavy rains 
the soil may act as a sponge, absorbing the 
wafer instead of permitting it all to run off, 
carrying the soil with it. This deep plowing 
is necessary, also, in order that the roots may 
penetrate to a great distance in every direc¬ 
tion. They will, when nuimpeded, run to 
the distance of at least four feet; and a gen¬ 
tleman in Mount Vernon asserted that he fol¬ 
lowed one from a corn Stock to the distance 
of sixteen feet. The roots serve two purpos¬ 
es,first anchorage; and second,the absorption 
of nourishment. The requisite loosening of 
the soil at a distance from the surface may be 
effected, ifthought best, by the sub-soil plow 
as it might not be best to bring the deep earth 
to the surface at first. 

A very light soil requires a different kind 
of plow from a heavy one. The furrow in 
the former should be laid over flat and smooth 
while in the latter it should be loose. 

Intensifying the heat operates with corn in 
the same way as lengthening the season; for 
instance, it may in this manner be made to 
grow as much in twelve weeks as without 
attention to this principle it would in sixteen. 
It might be thought that as frosts occur first 
on low lands that these were colder than Kills. 
But the sun’s heat becomes more intense in 
low lands, surrounded by hills, than in more 
elevated situations, where the winds have 
free scope. The winds cool the air in sum¬ 
mer, and preventthe deposition offrostin the 
fall. Perhaps also the warmer air at night 
rises from the low lands to the hill tops in 
the latter season. 

When Mr. C. uses guano to manure his 
corn, he spreads his other manure before 
plowing. Ilaviug furrowed for planting, 
he places in the furrow a small quantity, 
say one or two table-spoonfuls of the sub¬ 
stance for each hill, and covers it to the 
depth of two or three inches with dirt;, 
and upon this he drops his corn.- The drier 
the soil the deeper it should he covered. The 
guano quickens the growth of the corn, and 
some of its strength remains in the soil for 
another crop. It is so powerful that if seeds 
come in contact with it they will not germin¬ 
ate. He thinks about a hundred pounds to 
the acre, after manuring as above mentioned’ 
the right quantity for corn. 

If salt is used for corn, it should be applied 
several weeks before planting, so that it may 
have time to be decomposed and fit for fertiliz¬ 
ing the soil. When first applied this sub¬ 
stance absorbs moisture, tending to generate 
cold, which is inimical to the growth of corn.

Potatoes.— Potatoes do not require so 
warm a soil as corn. They thrive best in a 
uniform temperature. The rot is caused, ns 
much as by anything else, by great variations 
in temperature. A good mode of securing 
uniformity of temperature is to plant potatoes 
and corn together, alternating two rows of the 
latter with one of the former. This arrange¬ 
ment is an advantage to the corn also admit¬ 
ting the sun to its roots much more freely. 
The rows need not, in Such case, run but one 

Potatoes require potash, lime and salt.— 
Hence, when the ingredients of these are 
wanting in the soil good hard wood ashes, 
with the other substances, should be added. 

As to hilling potatoes, its necessity and de¬ 
gree depends upon the kind of potatoes, the 
nature of the soil, the weather, &c. Some 
kinds, as the cow-horns, have a tendency to 
protruds ou t of the ground. Such kinds re¬ 
quire more hilling, as potatoes growing in the 
open air are not fit to be eaten. The hill 
should not be shaped like a suger-loaf; if it 
is, the water will all run off. The shape 
should be such, on the contrary, that the wa¬ 
ter will be retained and penetrate to the grow¬ 
ing tubers. In Nova Scotia they raise excel¬ 
lent potatoes by covering the seed potatoes 
with sea-weed, upon which they place a little 
dirt. Then, when they come to dig them, all 
they have to do is, to throw off the weeds, 
when they find an abundance of good large 
tubers, ready to be picked up. The sea-weed 
contains the requisite food for this vegetable 
in abundance, particularly common salt or 
cloride of sodium. 


Had the collision occurred half a minute 
earlier, the loss of life tnnst have been great— 
and if our train had been ad vanced half a min¬ 
ute further on the road, the two trains would 
have seen each Other in time to haul up, and 
there would have been no eollision.

Prof. Mapes in a speech before the Farm¬ 
ers Club lays it down as a fixed principle, 
that land, whether wet or dry, ought to be 
underdrained, and if it is properly and thor¬ 
oughly subsoiled aud underdrained it will 
never suffer from drought,but will be compar- 
tively independant of the season. The object 
of uiulerdraining wet lands is to get rid of 
the excess of moisture, by which the soil is 
left more free to the action of the atmosphere. 
The object of mjdcrdraining dry land is that 
moisture may be created upon the surface. 

The Prof, says: 

“ Every one of us has observed that a cold 
pitcherTf placed in the sunshine even on the 
hottest day of summer, will become cohered 
with drops of water. The pitcher is said to 


sweat, but it is well known that ft is the 
condensation of the watery vapor of the at¬ 
mosphere on its su rface, If a demijohn he 
exposed to the sun’s heat in the month ot 
July,and a thermometer passed into its neck, 
when situated where the thermometer will 
rise to 130 degrees of heat, and then a 
cork be driven into the neck and sealed, 
and the demijohn be then taken to a cold 
cellar,drops of water will be condensed upon 
the inside in one minute, if a bright saw 
blade be taken from an icehouse and placed 
in the suushine for a single minute it will 
become covered with drops of water. Now 
it ia well known that water so abstracted has 
propct t'V' not t" be found in some rain water. 
The first 10 minutes rain contains less ot 
these gases, and nfter the rain of an hour 
t he water becomes comparatively valueless.

This looks very encouraging, and when 
we consider that our population has increased 
during the same period, 1,618,766—it is still 
more so. The decrease of committals for 
drunkenness has been of equal importance. 

In 1831,31,353 were committed for drunk¬ 
enness in London; in 1841, 15,000;in 1851, 
10 , 668 . 

The indirect advancement has also been 
very great. You are perhaps aware, that 
the Crystal Palace Company have inserted 
a clause in their charter, whereby they are 
prevented from selling intoxicating drinks 
in that vast Temple of Science, Artaud 
Manufactures. 

There is a powerful body at work in Man¬ 
chester, whose object is the entire Maine 
Law for England. It is supported by some 
who are not teetotalers, but all the leading 
movers are men of tried mettle. The Lon¬ 
don Teqgjerance League are taking a Sev¬ 
enth day instalment. They are effectively 
at work for the closing of public houses on 
the whole of Sunday. 

Your World’s Convention shall have my 
prayers for its success, and 1 shall use all 
my influence to make it known in the Uuited 
Kingdom.

CHEAP WASH FOR COTTAGES OF WOOD. 

For the outside of wooden cottages, barns, 
out-buildings, fences, &c., where economy 
is important, the following wash is recom¬ 
mended : 

Take a clean barrel that will hold water. 
Put in it a half bushel of fresh quicklime, 
and slack it by pouring over it boiling wa¬ 
ter sufficient to cover it four or five inches 
deep, and stirring it till slacked. 

When quite slacked, dissolve in water and 
add two lbs. of sulphate of zinc (white vit¬ 
riol,) which maybe had of any of thedrug- 
gests, and which, in afew weeks, will cause 
the white-wash to harden on the wood-work. 
Add sufficient water to bring it to the con¬ 
sistence of thick white-wash. The wash 
is, of course .white, and as white is a colour 
which, we think, should never be used ex¬ 
cept on buildings a good deal surrounded by 
trees, so as to prevent its glare, we would 
make it a fawn or drab colour before using

Lime-Water for Hens — Accidental 
Discovery. During the last season, Mr. 
Joseph Wilcox of this town, having occa¬ 
sion to administer lime-water to a sick horse, 
inadvertently left a pail of the preparation 
in his barn, which remained there for some 
months, serving as a favorite drink for his 
hens. He soon afterwards found that the 
laying of his hens was apparently increased 
to a considerable extent. Being convinced 
of the importance of the (to him) hew dis¬ 
covery, he has, during the present season, 
kept his hens constantly supplied with lime- 
water, placed in troughs within their con¬ 
venient access, and the result was an in¬ 
crease in eggs of nearly four-fold as compar¬ 
ed with previous experience. He is willing 
to share the benefits of the experiment with 
his neighbors, if they choose to try it; and 
hence this publication. The newness of the 
discovery (though it may not now be new to 
all) is claimed only as applicable to the 
mode of imparting the lime in this ease— 
its use^in another form, for the same pur¬ 
pose, having been previously understood by
